The cancellation of claims 1-17,32-54,118,119,122-125,152 and 153 in the amendment 
filed 5/13/08 is acknowledged. Claims 154-160 were newly added in the amendment 
filed 5/13/08. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In view of the 
unexpected results it is unobvious to place a cyclic organic substituent at the C3-C4 
position of the heptadecanoic acid chain where a specific radiohalogen substituent, 18 F, 
is also placed at a specific location on the heptadecanoic acid chain.
